An order was, issued to the Russian

: under certain circumstances compul- 
; sory, instead of branding it as a crime, 
i The result is that often men who are 
| Mends are obliged to fight each other. 
The Razvedchick gives a graphic ac¬ 
count of a duel of tins kind which took 
place recently between two Russian 
officers. They stood, by agreement, 
forty paces apart, facing each, other, 
with the right to approach nearer after 
firing. The seconds stepped aside, and 
one of them slowly counted one, two, 
three; a couple of shots rang out, hut 
no one was touched. The seconds 
begged that the affair might now be 
considered, at an end, hut one of the 
contestants insisted that there should 
he- a further exchange of shots. The 
distance was again measured, the word 
given once more. Two shots were lost 
in one, a cloud of smoke envelbped 
each of the firers. As it cleared one 
of them advanced a couple of paces 
and fell face upward. The fallen man 
lay as if alive, hut on his left eye was a 
dark spot from which the blood welled 
slowly up. One of the seconds was 
overcome and turned away. The other, 
blinking curiously, tugged at his mus¬ 
tache nervously with one hand, and 
with the other tried to take a handker¬ 
chief unobserved from his pocket. The 
.author of the catastrophe remained un¬ 
hurt, and,, with his arms folded, looked 
gloomily aside, tears coursing down his 
cheeks. _

Mountaineering on -tha .‘-Golden 
of the Himalayas. 

Mr. William Martini Conway, .the 
vice president of the Alpine club, de¬ 
scribed before an Edinburgh audience 
the other evening how he and- two 
friends, with a-Swiss guide and some 
Sepoys, ascended'the “Goldens Throne" 
peak in the Himalayas. They did not 
quite conquer the throne, but ascended 
to the respectable height- of twenty 
three thousand feet. The difficulties 
in their way he illustrated by mention¬ 
ing that they spent nine and a half 
hours in cutting steps in hard, blue ice 
on the edge of a ridge exposed to the 
full blaze of the sun, and in ah atmos¬ 
phere so rarefied that they were ren¬ 
dered sick and dizzy. The party were 
rewarded, however, for their toil by 
some magnificent views of the sur¬ 
rounding peaks in the light of the set-' 
ting sun. 

When they set off on the return 
journey darkness had set in, and the 
perils of the journey were thereby 
greatly "increased. They finally 
reached a slope of ice, on which there 
was nothing left for it but to sit down 
and fly forward, into the darkness at 
headlong'speed. Bight in front of 
them they knew -there yawned a 
crevasse, more’- than a thousand feet 
deep, and the only way to cross this 
was to slide down the slope with 
enough impetus to carry them over the 
edge on to the other side. Their sensa¬ 
tion,. Mr. Conway said, as they sudden¬ 
ly left the solid ice'and found they "had 
nothing to sit upon but space was ex¬ 
hilarating in the extreme. 

Fortunately they landed safely on 
the other side, and continued their de¬ 
scent, literally keeping up the mo*

One Regiment of Giants, Another of 
Blondes.and a Third of Tarn-TFp Noses. 

. The Russian army is full of strangg' 
features! . Thus the biggest fellows are 
detailed for duty in th& bodyguard 
regiment, “Bjjeobrashenski,” founded 
by Peter the Great, and originally com¬ 
posed of that monarch’s.. personal 
friends, all giants in their way. The 
szar’s family take great ..pride in this 
regiment,- and on the named day of its 
•patron Saint attend the festivities in a 
body, iisually re-enforced by foreign" 
ambassadors and ministers. Then 
there is the IsmaiUtowski- regiment, 
Where only blondes are tolerated, and 
the well-known Pawlow guards, all of 
whom must have turn-up noses. The 
regulations of the guard Chasseurs, 
on the other hand, admit only dark- 
haired men, The guard officers, being 
privileged by birth as well as rank in 
their chosen professions, treat their 
colleagues in the line almost as badly 
as the latter-treat their subalterns'. 
Up to a few years ago, says tbe Pitts¬ 
burgh Dispatch-,- , the - distinction - be¬ 
tween them was such that a guard lieu-, 
tenant had precedence over the captain 
of.,.the line. The late czar's father 
changed the state of things somewhat, 
hut not much. A major of the guards 
wouidr even to-day, rank higher thaD 
a line colonel, if there were such'a 
person.

,.>pnly - very- rarely does a line officer 
auccee.d jn obtaining a commission in 
[. the war academy, and eventually in .the 
general staff. It should be mentioned, 
however, that the majority are unfitted 
for such advancement. The require¬ 
ments, of the officer’s examination in 
the. line are considerably less stringent 
than those upon which the' admission 
‘td the guard’s officers’ corps are based; 
Throne" j' tbB..aspirant’s social standing- is not at 
all considered, and, to complete the 
wretchedness of the* line officer, his 
pay ; is .ridiculously small and made- 
.quafe, especially that 'of the infantry 
officer, the lieutenant, receiving- not 
more than two hundred dollars per 
■year, all told. The captain has a little 
over three hundred dollars, the major 
four, hundred .and fifty dollars. The 
most abject poverty prevails among 
them,,-and only a few, of the younger 
officers own more than one uniform,' 
which must dp service both on and off 
paiade. The infantry- private of the 
line receives in money fifteen shillings 
per year, including the czar’s- and 
others’ presents.

It -was said that he 
smoked one hundred and fifty grammes 
of- tobacco every day, and? died at the 
age of ninety-eight yearsT” Gin. making 
his will, after bequeathing to his"*rela- 
tives, friends and charities a large pro¬ 
portion of ' his estate, he added the fol¬ 
lowing clause: ^ v 
i}“I wish every'smoker in the kingdom 
invited, to my funeral .in every 
\yay possible, by letter, circular and 
advertisement. , ^Every smoker who 
takes advantage^' of ' the invitation shall 
receive as a px-esent ten pounds of to- 
haeco and two pipes on winch shall he 
engraved my name, my ci-est, and the 
date of ■’my birth. The poor of the 
neighborhood who accompany my bier 
shall receive every year on the anniver¬ 
sary of my death a large package of to¬ 
bacco* I make the condition that all 
those who assist at my funeral, if they, 
wish to partake of the benefits of my 
will, must smoke without interruption 
during the entire ceremony. My body 
shall be placed in a coffinlined tlxrougli- 
ont with the wood of my old Havana 
cigar ‘boxes. At the foot of the coffin 
shall- be placed a box of the French to¬ 
bacco called ‘Caporal’ and. a package of 
ouf old Dutch, tobacco- At my side 
place -my favorite pipe and a- box of. 
matches, 'for one never- knows what 
may, happen.. When the bier, x-ests in 
the vault, all the persons in the funei-al 
procession are requested to cast upon it 
the ashes of their pipes as they pass it 
oh their departure from the' grounds.” 
f?It is said-that Van Klaes, .on the day 
that he made this, 'eccentric will, sum¬ 
moned a notary, who.was also a notable 
smoker, and saidteo him: “Fill my pipe 
ahd yours. I am going to die.”. He 
then dictated the will and died.
